HEALTH OFFICERS REPORT FOR 1958 


The following communicable diseases were re- 
ported to the Health Officer for the year 1958: scarla- 
tina, 8; mumps, 5; influenza, 2; streptococcal sore 
throats, 120; chicken pox, 9; German measles, 1; 
measles, 12; scarlet fever, 31; gonorrhea, 1; meningi- 
tis, 1; bronchopneumonia, 4; scabies, 7; pediculosis, 1; 
impetigo, 14; ringworm, 4; infectious hepatitis, 1; 
trenchmouth, 2. 

There was a very high incidence of streptococcal 
infections, namely scarlet fever, scarlatina and strep- 
tococcal sore throats, during the latter part of the 
year. This reached almost epidemic proportions. The 
last previous epidemic was in 1948. Patients having 
these illnesses should have medical attention and anti- 
biotics to prevent the more serious complications, in- 
cluding rheumatic fever and Bright’s disease. Other 
diseases ran from low to average. 

Water samples taken from Northumberland and 
Groveton indicate reasonable control of pollution. Of 
22 samples taken in Groveton, 18 were satisfactory and 
4 were slightly contaminated. Of 3 samples from 
Northumberland, 1 was satisfactory and 2 showed 
slight contamination. 

There was a small number of complaints regis- 
tered with the Health Officer concerning improper gar- 
bage disposal, etc., which were investigated.

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To the Citizens of Groveton: 

During the year 1958, 39 visits were made to the 
town. Two Salk Vaccine Clinics, sponsored by the N. 
H. State Department of Health, in cooperation with 
the local School Nurse, and the District Nurse, were 
held, and 264 children were immunized. In the Spring 
the Triple Toxoid Clinics were held and 477 children 
were immunized, 114 children started and finished the 
series and 138 children were given Booster injections. 
This was a well attended series of Clinics, and the 
Community should now be immunized. One child at- 
tended the Orthopedic Clinic held in West Stewarts- 
town in May, and several children are attending the 
Orthopedic Clinic in Berlin. 

It has been a pleasure to work with the Citizens 
of Northumberland, and at this time I would like to 
thank them for their cooperation.
